September outlook Indicates moderating temperatures and fire behavior 


I'Vesr edge of the Klondike Fire 


A slow warming and drying trend over Labor Day weekend will be moderated by stable atmosphere, decreasing winds and reduced thunderstorm risk. Early and mid-September is forecast for normal conditions, but warmer and drier in southwest Oregon and potentially wetter than normal In the northern halt of Washington. But by weeks 3 and 4 of September, longer-term outlooks call tor 
warmer and drier than norma? conditions throughout the Northwest. 


With temperatures and fire indices moderating across the PNW, some units are looking ahead to proscribed fire season. The Umatilila NF is planning to burn 1,606 acres, potentially as early as Tuesday. 


Safety officers working in SQRO pulled together some interesting statistics for the region, in July, resources assigned to fires in the PNW put in more than 5.3 million tabor hours &.ff62nl: the equivalent of 665.910 work days or 2.6 years. 

An emerging incident noar Grants Pass, the E-5 MP54 Ftrc quickly grew to 15 acres and caused delays on the interstate Friday afternoon. An additional fire was reported at MP 51. Klondike Fire: (SA Blue. 1C Ocuttt). The Southern Area Red Team assumed command o! the fire at 6 a.m. this morning. No infrared flight occurred Iasi night, so the fire is still showing at 162,165 acres and 40 percent contained. Today firefighters again attempted to conduct tactical firing operations on Wiidhorse road, which will be a major asset for protecting the town of Agness. Duo to high 
relative humidity with the marine flow, they were unable to complete the burnout. A few Level 3 evacuations remain in place with Level 2 evacuation orders (or the community of Agness A closure remains for Bear Camp road. People in Agness at Thursdayk#6217;s community meeting had mostly positive feedback, with one malcontent frustrated by lack of helicopter use. More information is

Crews are prepping for a burnout along tho 1966 road, and are doing structure assessment at Cougar camp and structures along Hwy. 
126. Additionally, tho team is open ng an old road on the north side of the McKenzie River, and rerouting most fire traffic around the 19 road due to snags and rollout.
